NEW BUSINESS BLOCK 

Division of opinion is going 
to be expressed by local citizens 
on the application for a zone 
change to permit construction of 
a new business block on the 10 
acres just north of the Ramona 
freeway between Euclid and Sul- 
tana avenues. Che Upland city 
planning commission will hold a 
public hearing tomght on the 
proposal. 

Without a doubt there are two 
sides to the proposal. 

“It will split the Upland cen- 
tral business district and wiii 
result in further decentralization 
ot the commercial area,” is the 
comment on the opposition side 
of the proposal. 

“This will result in deterio- 
ration of what is now the long-es- 
tablished central business dis- 
trict. The new commercial area 
will provide so much competi- 
tion, owners of the so-called 
‘down-town area will be unable 
te maintain suitable structures 
and proper stock. 

“There is plenty of area al- 
ready 4oned for commercial use 
without placing any t 
\business zone. Foothill boule- 

vard is already established as a 
new commercial frontage. The 
new application, — it \approved, 
would place business in what is 
now a residential zone.” 

Many other comments will be 
offered as to why the business 
area should be kept fairly cen- 
tralized and why a big new busi- 
ness development should be kept 
out of what has been a residen- 
tial district. 

On the other hand, big  busi- 
ness investors sometimes want 
to place their money in an area 
of their. own choosing, not al- 
ways exactly where a group of 
citizens and zone planners hap- 
pen to decide. A site on or near 
a major traffic artery is one es- 
sential for investors. 

One advantage of the Ramona 
site is its proximity to the north- 
ern part of Ontario as well as 
to the Upland residential area. 
While the proposed business will 
not actually “front”: on Euclid, 
it is easily accessible from the 
avenue, as well as minor thor- 
oughfares, 

Business sites large enough to 
provide. sufficient space for 
floor area and auto parking are 
not éasily available. The Ramo- 
na freeway, to a certain degree, 
meets all requirements as to size 
and location. 

As a municipality Upland will 
derive direct benesits. The build- 
ings’ and increased land value 
would add upwards of half a 
million dollars to the assessed 
valuation. Sales tax revenue to 
the city treasury would be in- 
creased from $30,000 to $100,000 
annually. 

If the zone application is de- 
nied, new impetus will be given 
a proposed commercial develop- 





ment in the northern part of 
Ontario. Such a_ development 
so close to Upland would also 


tend to “split” the local business 
community. 

And so, the decision is up to. 
the people in the city hall.

hazards along the traveled routes 
in California. 

“The rest is up to the motorts¢ 
and sportsman and vacationer,”’ 
Sproul said. “Carelessness can 
result in irreparable damage. Sta- 
tistics prove that this factor is 
the greatest cause of destruction 
by fire of California’s resources 
and natural beauty.” 

The rules of road and camp- 
ground are: use the ash trays; 
avoid discarding any litter ex- 
cept in receptacles provided for 
that purpose, and put out all 
campfires.”
